Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council: - 
Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/71  dated  January,  1971.  Included  in 
the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  to  be  5>700  persons,  an  increase 
of  60  over  the  previous  year. 

A  total  of  81  births  gave  a  Standardised  Rate  of  16.9  per  thousand  which  is 
above  the  National  Rate  of  16.0.  There  were  118  deaths  giving  a  Standardised  Rate 
of  11.2  per  thousand  which  is  less  than  the  National  Rate  of  11.7.  There  was  one 
infant  death.  As  in  former  years  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  caused  most 
deaths  (54$)  and  cancer  caused  14$  of  deaths  and  respiratory  diseases  6$  There  was 
only  one  death  from  influenza. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Streptoccal  Infection  Ten  people  all  suffering  from  cellulitis  (an  infection 
of  the  tissues  under  the  skin)  due  to  haemolytic  streptococci  Type  A  had  been  in 
contact  with  a  carrier  who  had  a  streptococcal  sore  throat  due  to  the  same  organism. 
This  individual  received  treatment  for  the  sore  throat,  and  no  more  cases  of  cross 
infection  occurred. 

Pood  Poisoning  In  February  three  persons  in  a  family  were  ill  with  diarrhoea 

and  vomiting  after  eating  a  deep  frozen  chicken  which  had  been  improperly  cooked. 

It  had  been  cooked  one  day  and  allowed  to  go  cold  and  been  re-heated  two  days  later. 
Heat  resistant  Clostridium  welchii  organisms  were  recovered  from  two  of  the  three 
patients,  but,  strangely  enough,  not  from  scraps  of  chicken  which  were  sampled. 

It  is  most  important  that  deep  frozen  chickens  should  be  thoroughly  thawed  out  before 
cooking  so  that  the  heat  of  cooking  penetrates  into  the  depths  of  the  meat  on  the 
carcase.  It  is  advisable  not  to  re-heat  cold  meat  (poultry  or  butchers  meat)  except 
possibly  in  thin  slices  which  would  allow  heat  penetration  of  the  meat  to  occur.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1. 


There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  tom,  The  Totnes  and  District 
Hospital  is  a  general  practitioner  hospital  and  has  24  "beds. 
Broomborough  Hospital  has  135  Beds  for  chronic  cases.  It  has  a 
maternity  wing  with  13  beds  and  cots;  this  unit  serves  a  wide  area 
outside  the  town. 


2. 


Health  Services 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services 


Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  super¬ 
visory  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five,  ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures, 
home  help  services,  end  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness 
or  mental  disorders,  and  the  after  care  of  such  persons. 

Two  district  nurse/mid wives  work  in  the  district  together 
with  a  health  visitor  and  a  nursing  assistant.  A  child  welfare  clinic 
is  held  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Monday  in  the  month  at  the 
Borough  Park  Clinic,  and  the  health  visitor  for  the  area  is  in 
attendance.  The  Home  Kelp  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

A  chiropody  service  has  been  made  available  for  the  handicapped, 
the  aged,  and  expectant  mothers.  The  ambulance  service  is  operated 
by  voluntary  organisations.  A  "meals  on  wheels"  service  is  provided 
by  the  W.  R.  V.  S. 


3. 


Bacteriological  examinations  of  pathological  specimens  and 
samples  of  milk,  water,  and  ice-cream,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical 
analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter. 


4.  Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Organiser  has  an  office  at  The  Family  Welfare 
Centre,  Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes,  telephone  No.  Totnes  3565. 

The  demand  for  this  service  is  ever  increasing  and  provides  essential 
domestic  help  in  cases  of  maternity,  sickness,  convalescence,  old  age 
and  infirmity.  It  is  not  free,  but  those  unable  to  pay  the  full  charges 
are  assessed  according  to  their  means.

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Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

As  the  Housing  Act  1969  became  more  widely  known  many  applications  and 
enquiries  concerning  Improvement  G-rants  were  made.  Misleading  statements  in 
the  press  and  on  television  caused  a  number  of  people  to  believe  that  grant 
could  be  obtained  towards  carrying  out  repair  work  alone  and  improvements  of 
any  kind.  Probably  as  much  time  was  spent  in  explaining  the  Act  as  in  dealing 
with  applications. 

The  Act  is  a  good  one  in  that  it  provides  a  simpler  and  more  flexible  system 
and  in  assisting  tov/ards  repair  work  as  well,  brings  about  improvements  of  a 
higher  quality.  The  main  emphasis  of  the  Act  and  what  the  Government  intended 
was  however  for  Local  Authorities  to  direct  their  efforts  to  improvement  of 
whole  areas;  not  simply  the  houses  in  the  areas  but  also  the  environment  as  well 
-  providing  play  place,  planting  trees,  regulating  traffic,  providing  parking 
spaces.  This  environmental  improvement  can  do  as  much  for  people  living  in  the 
houses  as  improvements  to  the  houses  themselves  and  for  this  reason  the  Government 
pays  a  contribution  towards  the  expenditure  of  a  local  authority  in  respect  of 
wrorks  of  this  nature  in  Improvement  Areas.  With  an  easing  of  the  staffing  position 
in  the  Department  it  will  be  possible  to  take  a  more  purposeful  look  at  house 
improvements  generally  in  1971. 

Further  increases  in  the  number  of  pigs  presented  for  inspection  often  made 
it  necessary  for  all  Inspectors  to  be  engaged  on  this  work  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
else.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  agreed  to  appoint  a  further  meat 
inspector.  This  decision  was  welcomed  with  considerable  satisfaction  as  it  will 
enable  inspection  to  be  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  once  again  and  for 
other  work  to  receive  the  attention  it  deserves. 

The  day-to-day  work  of  inspecting  the  District  could  not  receive  proper 
attention  during  the  year.  This  is  unfortunate  for  it  is  well  known  that  in  the 
absence  of  regular  visit  and  inspection  standards  do  not  improve  and  even  begin 
to  decline.  Fortunately,  no  very  alarming  complaints  were  received  or  contraventions 
found. 

The  general  lack  of  care  in  handling,  storing  and  preparing  food  in  a  number 
of  businesses  continues  to  give  concern.  Unsuitability  of  premises,  inadequacy 
of  equipment  and  lack  of  training  of  food  handlers  are  all  contributory  factors. 

It  seems  incredible  that  in  present  times  any  person  may  open  up  a  food 
business  or  change  the  scope  and  nature  of  such  a  business  be  it  factory,  shop 
market  or  bazaar  stall  without  reference  to  the  public  health  authority.  Very 
rarely  is  an  approach  made  to  the  Department  beforehand  to  enquire  whether  or  not 
that  which  is  proposed  will  be  acceptable  and  in  consequence  the  standard  provided 
often  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Prior  notification  of  changes  in  existing  food  businesses  or  the  establishment 
of  new  ones  should  be  obligatory.  Local  Authorities  should  have  the  duty  of  keeping 
a  register  of  food  premises  and  the  power  to  refuse  or  cancel  registration  where 
a  satisfactory  minimum  standard  is  not  achieved.

The  facilities  installed  in  19&7  as  a  remedial  measure  until  such  time 
as  the  main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  come  to  fruition,  continue  to 
be  the  only  method  of  treatment  available  for  the  time  being.  Obviously  the 
problems  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  standard  of  effluent  are  still  just  as  bad 
or,  if  anything,  worse.  Some  modifications  to  the  temporary  system  of  sewage 
treatment  have  been  carried  out  although  at  the  close  of  the  period  of  time  to 
which  this  report  relates  they  have  not  been  brought  into  use  because  they  are 
dependant  upon  an  improved  electricity  supply  and  the  South  Western  Electricity 
Board  have  yet  to  instal  a  new  transformer.
